earth. 

Wewill conclude the herefies raiſed by Satan againſt the firſt

He third conſiderable time and ftate of Religion was then, 

when divers godly Divines and other well-affeted Chri- 
{fians defired and indeavoureda further conformity with other 
reformed Churches in diſcipline, and ceremonies in the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth. 

Of this (» ) faith Camden, in the 11 ti of her reign Colman, 
Button, Hattingbams, Benſon, and others who with burning zeale 
profeſſing a more ſincere Religion,allowed of nothing but what 
was drawn from the fountains of the holy ſcriptures 
they openly called inqueſtion tbe received diſcipline of the Charch 
of England, the Liturgjz and the vacation of Biſhops,yea they condem= 
ned them as ſavouring too much of the Romiſh Religion,( with which to 
bave _— they cryed out was impious) nſing all the meanes 
they conld that all things intbe Churchof England might beveformed 
according to the rule of the Chittch of Geneva; of theſe men he further 
addr, that though the Ducen commanded they ſponld be committed to 


priſon yet imcredible it 34, bow much the followers of thus Se# increaſed 


every where, through a certaine obſtinate wilfullneſſe in themgindiſcre- 
#i0n of the Biſhops,and the ſecret favour of ſome noble men, which gaped 
after the wealth of the Church, which ſort began preſently to be knowne 
by the invieus name'of Puritanes; ſo farre he, too farre fora true 
Hiſtorian, who (if -he would needs give reaſons of their accep- 


tance with thepeople ) ſbould and might havegiven others of a 


far better reliſh to religious palates. And for the name Paritane 


which he familiarly mjſapplyeth, ic belongeth rather untothoſe 
who would have the Church to bethought {o pure, that it was 
-not needfall roreformeit, .then to thoſe who diſcovered the de-
